1'iventy-ninc of those young thieves, whom 
ime may develope into first rate brigands, 
iro in prison, and their revelations render 
the police confident of capturing tho re- 
mairjder.

AH ACT la amendment of Chipter 889, 


of tho Public Laws entitled " An act jet- 
ting oil'a portion of Smithfleld to Woon-
